Ardmore, Okla., Sept. 28, 1 a. m4 
bark from a workman’s hammer ignited 
4 260 barrel tank car of gasoline here late 
yesterday and from the ruins of two city 
blocks, razed by the resulting explosion 
and the fires which followed thirty-five 
bodies had been recovered up to midnight. 

Fifty persons are believed to have been 
crushed to death under falling walls or 
burned to death while pinned in the débris 
‘of stores, wholesale houses and the Ard- 
more railroad station. 

Search among the ruins is proceeding 
methodically, the workers centering their 
efforts on the tangled mass of lumber 
and bricks which had been the department 
store of Maddin & Co., where it was

The explosion of the gasoline wrecked 
an entire block of buildings in the heart of 
town and precipitated a scene of panic 
and disaster. 

The car, owned by the Atchison Topeka 
and Santa Fé, was standing near the rail- 
road station. Along main street from the 
station to the Whittington hotel every 
building was demolished, and on the oppo- 
gite side of the street the plant of Swift & 
Co, a two story rooming house and café, 
and other business buildings were razed. 

Over the splintered remains of these 
buildings and for blocks around the flam- 
ing gasoline was thrown, starting many 


fires. 
Window in Town Broken. 
Not a window in the city escaped the 
force of the explosion, and the entire pop- 
ulation, sensing the disaster, poured, ter- 


emoke and flame, of pungent odors and 
blood and groans,” said one witness, tell-

In spite of the confusion and uncer- 
‘tainty, the smoke which filled the air, and 
the jumbled brick and timbers which 
blocked the streets, there were many in- 
stances of heroism and self control which 
doubtless reduced the death list. 
Rescue Teams at Work.

Telegraph and telephone communication 
‘was severéd for five hours and it was 
impossible to sécure aid from outside 
the city.

under President Taft, was killed at noon 
today when the automobile of Richard T.

Mr. Cable was sitting on the right hand 
side of the car, and as it overturned he 


car as it rolled over. Mr. Crane was not 
thrown from the auto, being held by the 
steering wheel, while the high back of 
the seat prevented him from being injured 
as the car rallied. He was shaken up and 
complained of slight n to his 
ers.

ore. Edsall was riding elle as 
her husband. It is supposed she was 
thrown through the wind shield when the 
cars came together, but she was not badly 
hurt. Dr. Edsall, who is a member of the 
public health council of Massachusetts, 
escaped injury. 

Assistance was quickly given by per- 
sons from other automobiles that came 
along. Among the first to give aid was 
Fred Bartlett of Chicago, a personal 
friend of Mr. Crane. Mr. Bartlett wit- 
nessed the accident and stopped his car 
immediately. 

Mr. Cable was taken fiom beneath the 
car, and as there were signs of life he was 
lifted into Mr. Bartlett's car and taken 
with all speed to the office of Dr. McGin- 
ley on Central street. Arriving there he 
was pronounced dead.

“The untimely death of Benjamin 
Stickney Cable comes as a great shock 
to the directors and friends of the organ- 
igation. It was only last Thursday after- 
noon that he presided at a regular meet - 
ing of the board and presented some im- 
portant plans for promoting the work 
during the coming fall and winter. 

“Mr. Cable was elected to succeed the 
Yate Prof. Charles R. Henderson in April, 
1915, and immediately became active in 
the service. He studied carefully every 
phase of the society’s administration and 
aided in promoting its efficiency. Hardly

Member of Many Clubs, 


Mr. Cable was born in Rock Island 
Sept. 24, 1872, and was the son of the late

In 1909 he was appointed assistant secre- 
tary of commerce and labor by President 
Taft. He was unmarried and lived with 
his mother at 1415 Astor street.

The German communication says the 
French have been able to make no further 
progress and that to the north of Beause-~ 
jour end east of the Alsne French at- 
tacks failed with heavy casualties. 

Both armies are well dug in and it is 
likely that the fighting has reached the 
state of attack and counter Attack 
which may lest for weeks with terrific 
loesen on both sides. 


Germans on the Offensive. 
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‘The Germans have inaugurated a new 


offensive movement in the Argonne forest, 
which, official reports indicate, is being 
carried out with as much dash and deter- 
mination as the French thrust in Cham- 
pagne. 

The attack was preceded by a violent 
bombardment. Then the infantry charged 
and at some points gained the first line of 
the French position. Everywhere else 
along this front, Paris declares, the Ger- 
mans were repulsed.

British Warship Is Sunk. 
BERLIN, Sept. 27.—One British war- 
Ship was sunk and two others were dam- 
aged in the attack by a British squadron 
on German batteries along the Belgian 
coast, especially at Zeebrugge, simulta- 
neously with the launching of the allied 
new offensive movement on land, accord- 
ing to an official statement. After these 
losses the British ships withdrew. 

The war office announeed today that 
the allies’ offensive in the neighborhood 
of Lille had been brought to a standstill 
by fierce German counter attacks. 

The British attack in other sectors also 
is sale to have broken down with very 
heavy losses to the attacking forces. 

The war office concedes, however, that 
the French offensive has made further 
progress between Rheims and the Ar- 


konne. 


Tells of British Loss. 

“ British ships attacked the German 
coast batteries, especially at Zeebrugge,”’ 
the statement says. The attack failed 
and after one ship had been sunk and two 
others were damaged the ships withdrew. 
Later a few shots were fired on the en- 
virons of Middelkerke by vessels which 
were lying in the far distance, and these 
were without result,

Now since this woman had two sons at 
the front and was above everything a 
patriotic Englishwoman and wished 
these damaging strikes to end she wrote 
a letter to the Times, telling where the 
money had come from, stating that she 
neither wanted nor could keep money 
which had come under such disloyal cir- 
cumstances, wrote a severe criticism of 
the mine owners, and begged the Times to 
use the money and publish the letter. 

The check was returned to her witha 
note from the Times saying they re- 
gretted they could not publish the letter. 
She then turned the money over to a 
charitable organization and reported the 
matter to certain labor leaders who were 
trying to solve the situation. One of the 
men told her that her check was small, 
that he knew many men who were getting 
£10,000 and £12 000 apiece as their bonuses 
or over $50,000.

“ Without doubting the good faith of 
the catholics, I,beg, however, to call your 
attention to the fact that his holiness is 
writing under pressure from Russia.”

Denver, Colo., Sept. 27.—[ Special. j—~ 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. letened for three 


Ludlow massacre from the miners’ side. 
Eleven children and two women lost their 
Uves in this tent colony during the fight- 
ing between the militia and the strikers. 

Mrs. Lee Champion and Mrs. Sarah IL. 
Seanlan, president and secretary, ro- 
spectively, of the Colorado Justice league, 
presented the union side. They also 
charged to Mr. Rockefeller’s face that 
hia_Colorado Fuel and Iron company was 
behind these massacres and that funds 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
were paid to members of the militia at 
the time 3 were shooting at the 
miners. 

They also told Mr. Rockefeller that if 
John I.. Lawson, the miners’ leader now 
in jail on a life sentence, is guilty of mur- 
Ger, then he, Mr. Rockefeller, is equally 
guilty of the killing of men, women, and 
children during the long civil war. 


Rockefeller Denies Accusations. 

Rockefeller with some heat denied all 
the charges. He told Mrs, Champion, 
according to her version of the confer. | 
ence, that if any money of the Rockefel- 
ler interests was used to pay state militia 
he didn’t know it.

Too little secretion by the thyroid or by 
the thymus, or too much secretion by the 
adrenals. 

High blood pressure may be the result of 
too much adrenal secretion.

Tt must be admitted that the use of 
ductless glands as medicines le, speaking 
generally, fot on a very satisfactory 
basis, The thyroid secretion has been 
thoroughly analyzed and carefully stud- 
led, and we are well on the way toward 
scientifie use of thyroid secretion and 
chemicals eepareted from that secretion. 
Every eecretion consists of several 
chemicals, and sometimes ſt is best to sep- 
arate these and use them separately. 
The adrenal secretion has been even bet- 
ter studied. The chemists have analyzed 
itt and got from i several active sub- 
stances, each of which hae a known et- 
fect. The physiologists have studied the 
adrenals carefully. 
For instance, Cannon in his “ Bodily 
Changes in Pain, Hunger, Fear, and 
Rage,” telis us that when the adrenal se- 
cretion is deficient the muscles are weak. 
On the other hand, fatigued, worn-out 
muscles can be quickened into renewed 
vigor by increasing the adrenal! secretion. 
Great emotions, such ae anger, fright, 
and strong excttement, by overstimulat- 
ing the adrenals, keep the muscles going 
at high efficiency, when, in the absence of 
emotion, they would have succumbed to
